SPECIAL ASSESSMENTS CHICAG0. 

The Common Council, at their meeting | 
on Monday night, accepted the Mayor's 
suggestions, and, by ordinance, adopted 
the “siinth article” of the general act of the 
Legislature providing for the government 
of cities The act of the Legislature pro- 
vides that any citymay adopt the whole 
of the net whenever the majority of the 
people shall so direct; but that the Com- 
mon Council may, at any time, adopt the 
ninth article, Which, when adopted, shall 
form part of the City Charter, to the exelu - 
} sion of all other provisions on the same 
subject. 
This ninth article, which has thus been 
made the law in this city, applies to the 
subject of improvements, special and 


therefor by taxation. It ‘repeals 

all the previous laws on the 

subject so far as concerns all 

improvements made from this date. 

Under this law, when the city shall pro- 

vide fur making any local improvement, 

requiring that any private property be 

taken or damaged for public use, the city 

shall, by petition in some Court of Record, 

pray that the just compensation to be paid 

9 be ascertained by a jury. 

The mee -\ell be as in cases in 

chancery: parties are to De simmonea 
and notices given, ete. In due form a 
jury shall be empanelled, and they shall 
hear testimony, view the premises, and 
fix the compensation. In case of contest, 
as between persons claiming compensa- 
tion, no delay shall take place in the mat- 
ter of condemnation ; the controversy as 
to the damages being a matter for further 
judicial action between the claimants. 
Upon proof that the compensation has 
been paid or deposited, as ordered by the 
Court, the city may take possession of or 
} damage the property. 

When the cost of such improvement 
shall be directed to be paid by general tax- 
ation, the cost thereof is to be added to 
the General Annual Appropriation bill of 
the city, tobe levied and collected as 
other general taxes. 

When the cost of said improvement is 
to be paid in whole or in part by taxes 
raised by special assessments, an ordinance 
shall be passed specifically describing the 
work to be done. The Council shall ap- 
point three of its members, or any other 
three competent persons, to make an esti- 
mate of the cost of the improvement, and 
report the same to the Council ; on that 
report, if approved, the Council shall or- 
der a petition to be filed. in the County 
Court, praying that the cost of such im- 
provement may be assessed in the manner 
prescribed by law. Upon this petition be- 
ing filed, the Court shall appoint three 
Commissioners, who, upon oath, shall ex- 
amine the locality, and all the lots, &c., to 
be benefited, and proportion the bene- 
fits, and assess the same upon the prop- 
erty ; they shall make an assessment-roll 
showing the assessment in detail, and re- 
tum the same to the Court. All persons 
interested are to be notified by special or 
published notice, proof of which notice 
shall be made to the Court. Any person 
interested may appear and object to the 
report. The hearing isto be conducted 
asin other casés at law; and the jury
